Doukhobor  Leader  Arrested 
in  Saskatchewan  on  Eve 
of  Long  Trip 


YORKTON.  Sask.,  March  12.— 
Peter  Veregin.  leader  of  15.000 
Doukhobocs  In  Canada,  and  Mickl 
Moroaoflr,  Doukhobor  of  Yorkton, 

were  placed  under  arrest  by  officers 
of  tlie  R.CM.P.,  at  Veregin  this 
morning,  charged  with  perjury,  ajid 
both  win  be  brought  to  Yorkton 
under  police  escort  this  afternoon. 

Veregin  was  arrested  in  Yorkton 
on  January  30  on  a  charge  oC  tamp- 
ering with  witnesses,  and  was  eom- 
mltted  to  stand  hto  trial  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Court  of  the 
King's  Bench  here  In  May,  and  was 
released  on  bail  set  at  115,000. 
PLANNED  TO  VISIT  B.C. 

It  was  learned  fhan  an  otteial 
that  the  Doukhobor  leader  Intended 
leaving  for  Brilliant,  B.C.,  today, 
wliere  he  expected  spending  a  few 
days  witli  lils  followers  before  leav- 
ing Canaila  for  Mexico. 

It  is  alleged  that  Veregin  and 
Morose^  committed  perjury  while 
giving  evidence  at  the  preliminary' 
hearlnff  ef  Oeorge  Chutskoflr,  who 
was  charged  by  Peter  Veregin  with 
having  committed  perjury,  the 
hearing  having  been  held  here  in 

January.

EW  YORK,  March  12.— Because  it  might  "apeed  the 
Lindbergh  baby's  return"  to  its  pacpnte,  Morris  Ros- 
ner,  under-cover  man,  announced  today  that  he  had 
definite  knowledge  the  child  is  "alive  and  safe."  He  aaid  that 
he  waa  not  able  to  reveal  whether  he  had  had  actual  conversa- 
tion or  otfier  direct  communication  with  the  kidnappers,  but 
that  his  statement  that  the  baby  waa  aafa  and  weU  and  would 
be  returned  was  not  in  any  way  a  mere  matter  of  opinion.  He 
indicated  that  police  were  in  no  way  concerned  with  his  activ- 
ities in  the  case. 

At  his  apartment  as  he  returned 
from  Hopewell,  N.J..  after  103  hours 
"on  his  feet,"  to  bathe  and  relax 
before  undertaking  a  "very  delicate 
ta.sk."  Rosner  made  it  plain  that 
"to  talk"  was  to  break  a  rule  of  a 
lifetime. 

On  the  basis  that  it  might  be  to 
the  interest  of  the  missing  baby, 
he  used  Uie  interview  to  assure  the 
kidiMppers  that  they  need  not  fear 
to  rush  negotiations. 

"I  am  giuranteelng  that  nothing 
win  be  done  to  harm  them,"  he 
.said.  "Behind  that  guarantee  is  my 
life— aft^-r  this  is  all  over  they  knoW 
where  tliey  can  find  me." 

He  referred  oMe  to  kldnappen  as 
"that  family." 

"That  family  made  a  mLstake,"  he 
said,  "they'll  never  nutke  another 
one.   We  all  make  mistakes. 

"All  we  want  is  to  get  our  baby 
back,  America's  baby.**

Japanese  Cabinet  Meets  in 
Special  Session  to  Review 
Manchurian  Problem 


TOKIQ,  March  12  (AP).— The 
Cabinet  met  in  special  session  aU 
day  today  and  reviewed  the  whole 
problem  of  the  reUtion  between 
the  Empire  and  the  new  Man- 
churian state. 

No  decision  was  announced  after 
the  meeting,  but  it  was  understood 
the  Ciovernment  agreed  to  withhold 
recognition  of  the  federation  in- 
deflnitely  and  watch  the  interna- 
tional reaction  to  the  ndme  of 
Dictator  Pu-YL 

Inside  and  outside  the  Cabinet, 
Japanese  leaders  expressed  grave 
concern  over  framing  a  new  Man- 
churian policy  In  accordance  with 
the  changed  .situation.  There  Ls  a 
growing  opinion  In  Tokio  that  thLs 
is  the  most  vital  problem  confront- 
ing the  Empire  and  it  was  under- 
stood that  It  accounts  for  the  pres- 
ence here  the  past  week  of  Prtnce 
Saionji.  last  aiirvlvor  of  the  elder 
statesmen. 

PRINCE  IN  CONFERtNCE 
The  octogenarian  Prince  left  the 
seclusion  of  his  villa  at  Okltsu  to 
hold  a  aeries  at  oonferenoea  with 
the  highest  oOMak  here.  The  con- 
sensus is  that  tt  U  necessary  to  lay 
out  Japan's  course  as  soon  as  t)os- 
sible,  but  there  was  also  a  fear  that 
anything  Japan  might  do  would 
further  alienate  world  opinion. 

It  was  learned  authoritatively 
that  the  general  .staff  of  the  army 
aLso  is  studying  carefully  the  Man- 
churian .situation  and  has  decided 
to  send  fresh  troops  from  Japan 
to  replace  a  Korean  division  under 
Lieutenant-Oeneral  Muro.  It  i|as 
pointed  out  that  the  replacement 
would  not  materially  change  the 
number  of  Japanese  troops  in  Man- 
churia but  would  increase  tlie  forces 
on  the  continent  bv  approximately 
one  division,  leaving  three  complete 
divisirms  in  ibaclnsia  and  two  in 

Korea.

Kreuger  lent  Prance  $75,000,000 
and  Germany  $135,000,000  His 
large  lending  capacity  was  attrib- 
uted to  hus  ability,  in  return  for 
satisfactory  securities,  to  negotiate 
the  money  at  a  lower  rate  than 
could  the  Governments  oonoemed. 

His  interests,  other  than  matches 
included  control  of  the  Swedish 
Telephone  Company  and  a  share  In 
the  iron  ore  industry,  one  of  the 
most  Important  In  Sweden.

subjected  to  Investigation.  Of  these  181  were 
lipund  to  be  free  entirely  from  any  decay;  their 
■eneral  condition  was  perfect.  The  oldest  man 
dn  the  island  had  a  perfect  set;  he  was  de- 
scribed as  a  "dental  marvel, "  and  his  physical 
condition  as  "extraordinary."  It  appears  that 
tibe  Islanders  nerer  clean  their  teeth,  so  one  con- 
ception of  dental  health  laid  down  by  mo.'.ern 
adCOtlflc  research  Is  upset.  Then,  again,  the  food 
the  islanders  Is  entirely  soft,  td  another  dental 
dbnception  goes  by  the  board.  The  people  eat 
potatoes,  nsh,  milk  and  eggs.  They  only  eat 
meat  on  special  occasions.  They  only  eat  one 
kind  of  food  at  a  time,  which  Is  probably  the 
i^ason  of  their  perfect  health.  When  they  eat 
potatoes  they  do  so  without  salt  and  unaccom- 
panied by  tea  or  any  other  food.  Flih  Is  eaten 
gkme,  and  so  are  eggs. 

.  The  story  Is  told  by  a  writer  in  The  Cape 
Argus  of  a  young  man  —  Donald  Glass,  aged 
■ronty-one  —  six  feet  high  and  weighing  169 
pounds  who  lived  on  the  Island  and  whose  ap- 
petite was  remarkably  small.  He  had  his  break- 
fast at  4  a.m.,  fished  all  day.  and  then  ate  again 
at  night.  Another  resident,  an  old  man,  after  a 
visit  to  the  Cape,'^eclded  to  return  home,  be- 
cau.se,  he  said:  "Home  food'.s  best,  It  keeps  you 
tough."  When  asked  what  he  eats  he  said:

Whatever  elements  of  be^K^HISbe  the  Soviet 

authorities  may  enjoy,  it  is  evident  that  they 
are  not  endowed  with  the  first  principle  of 
sportsmanship.  State  lotteries  such  as  are  held 
in  Russia  are  a  case  of  the  State  saylhg  to  the 
participants,  "heads  I  win.  tails  you  lose."  A 
situation  has  arisen  now  In  Which  Winners  of 
the  internal  State  lottery  loans  are  not  claim- 
ing their  winnings,  because,  "apparently  the 
Soviet  citizens  fear  the  disabilities  which  the 
possession  of  wealth,  however  obtained,  may 
tall  in  Soviet  Russia." 

The  story  Is  told  of  an  old  Russian  peasant 
employed  on  a  State  farm  in  the  Government 
of  Pensa,  who  was  persuaded  by  the  Soviet  au- 
thorities to  buy  a  ticket  for  the  internal  State 
lottery  loan.  The  old  man  was  told  that  by  such 
an  act  he  would  be  helping  the  Flve-Year  Plan 
and  "promoting  the  sacred  cause  of  world  revo 
lutlon."  He  had  no  choice,  for  the  purchase  of 
of  the  ticket  was  in  reality  the  payment  to  him 
of  a  considerable  part  of  his  wages.  In  other 
words,  it  was  a  delivery  in  kind.  In  the  course 
of  time  it  developed  that  the  poor  mushlk  from 
Pensa  won  the  first  prize  amounting  to  £50,000. 
He  collected  the  money,  but,  as  he  was  making 
his  plans  for  the  future,  tne  Soviet  authorities 
declared  him  a  "kulak,"  a  "profiteer"  and  a 
bourgeois."  They  confiscated  the  mcmey  he  had 
won.  The  mushlk  and  his  family  were  sent  as 
socially  dangerous  elements"  to  remote  Siberia 

The  foregoing  case  is  one  at  many.  The 
holders  of  winning  tickets  in  State  lotteries  are 
now  afraid  to  claim  the  prizes.  As  a  consequence, 
unclaimed  winnings  amount  to  £4,000.000.  It 
is  a  more  profitable  business  In  Russia  to  run 
a  State  lottery  than  anywhere  else  on  earth — 
more  profitable  to  the  promoters  who  seem  to  be 
devoid  of  any  instinct  of  sportsmanship.

In  British  Columbia  some  politicians  Inform 
us  that  a  State  Health  insurance  plan  can  be 
put  into  practice  at  an  expense  of  some  $$,000,000 
or  $7,000,000.  In  Ottawa  Mr.  Peter  Heenan,  a 
former  Minister  of  the  Mackenzie  King  Qoveru- 
ment,  says  National  Unemployment  Insurance 
can  be  launched  with  an  outlay  of  $90,000,000. 
It  is  true  that  Governments  are  not  expected  to 
pay  all  this  money.  Both  schemes  are  proposed 
a.s  on  a  roni  ributory  basi.s  in  which  the  workers 
and  the  employers  would  participate;  the  tax 
would  therefore  be  on  Industry  and  on  the  tax- 
payers. AcrordlnK  to  the  oxpcrirnre  of  Britain, 
In  the  matter  of  Unemployment  Insurance,  no 
doubt  the  burden  would  fall  more  heavily  all 
the  time  on  the  State. 

The  poUticians  who  advocate  the  develop- 
ment ft  Socialism  as  a  form  of  government  aie 
fioubilr.s.s  imbued  with  preconrrived  Ideas  of  its 
theoretical  benefits.  The  strange  thing  is  that 
whatever  beliefs  they  may  have  hi  this  regard 
have  not  be*  n  rudely  shattered  by  the  part  which 
Socialism  has  so  indubitably  played  in  bringing 
about  the  greatest  economic  depression  within 
living  memory.  The  proponents  of  further  and 
enlarged  social  services  would  have  the  people 
go  on  living  in  a  fools'  paradise,  going  deeper 
and  deep,  r  Into  debt  in  order  to  promote  bene- 
fits for  a  minority  section  of  the  population 
With  them  money  is  no  object,  because  it  is  not 
their  own.  Paradoxical  as  It  may  appear,  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  has  operated  to  promote 
conditions  of  unemployment.  Just  as  State  Health 
Insurance  everywhere  has  developed  a  wider 
range  of  Ills  to  which  humanity  is  heir  in  their 
efforts  to  promote  panaceas  for  social  disabilities 
the  apostles  of  Socialism  ha^  teen  strangely 
successful  in  fostering  the  very  eausei  whhh 
they  ostensibly  seek  to  remove. 

The  cost  of  social  services  is  the  ihlllstone 
hanging  round  the  necks  of  too  many  Govern- 
ments. It  is  a  large  Item  in  the  sum  of  those 
which  have  led  to  unbalanced  budgets.  The  peo- 
ple have  pTown  restless  because  of  faxes  Imposed 
on  thrift  in  order  to  nurture  spendthrift  policies. 
Social  servleea,  whanrer  pot  into  force,  hata 
been  abused  in  a  shameful  way,  Vnd  they  have 
provided  an  object  lesson  to  j^eopie  of  ceasing

way, so  that  many  petvte  have  not 
seen  the  attractive  house  of  wor- 
ship, ensconced  among  the  trees  on 
Its  quiet  corner  two  blocks  away. 

Desitined  by  John  Teague  and 
built  by  Messrs.  Hayward  &  Jen- 
kinson  at  a  contract  price  o<  $9,700, 
and  with  accommodation  for  400 
people,  the  new  church  >vas  opene. 
on  January  16.  1876,  Rev.  S.  M.  M( 
Gregor,  of  St.  Andrew's  Pre.sby- 
terlan  Church,  preaching  the  dedi- 
catory .sermon  and  Rev.  A.  E.  Russ, 
of  the  Wesleyaii  Church,  and 
Hi'liop  f"iif!i;e  reading  the  lemons. 
The  iK "A  oilman,  which  cast  $5,000, 
w  as  iisi  d  at  a  concert  on  January 
10,  at  which  the  church  choir  was 
assisted  by  atngeis  from  St  John's, 
Wesleyan  and  Prosbgrtailan 
churches. 

Prom  IfiSO  until  1902,  when  his 
resignation  uas  finally  accepted, 
j  BLshop  t'l  hiKC  was  a.»si.sted  by 
varloas  clergymen.  Rev.  Mr. 
Chantrell.  from  1880  to  188S,  who 
aLso  taught  In  the  grammar  school; 
Rav.  Dr.  J.  T.  Reld.  from  1887  to 
1881.  and  Rev.  J.  D.  Wilson,  D,D., 
from  1806  to  1901,  when  he  left  to 
take  a  chair  In  the  denominational 
theological  .seininary  in  Phil- 
adelphia. 

'Hie  rectors  since  then  have  been 
Hev  ,;  H  Woods,  of  Chicago,  from 
1902  unUl  his  death  hi  February, 
ItOO;  Rev.  .T.  W.  Gladstone,  from 


September  10,  1905,  to  April  10. 
1913,  and  since  then  rector  emeritus, 
and  the  present  rector.  Rev.  A.  deB. 
Owen,  from  February  3,  1916. 

BISHOP  MADE  RECORD 

The  history  of  what  was  pecu- 
liarly lUs  own  congregation  is  inex- 
tricably interwoven  with  the  per- 
sonality of  Bishop  Crldge.  He  was 
also  a  notable  figure  in  the  life  of 
Victoria.  He  bears  the  record  for 
longest  term  of  ministerial  service 
!ieie.  having  spanned  forty-seven 
vcars  Irom  the  early  days  of  the 
Hiulson's  Bay  fort  into  the  second 
vear  ol  the  twentieth  century,  Suc- 
eedinp  Rev.  R  J.  Staines  a.s  com 
pany  chaplain  in  April  1,  1866,  he 
vas  for  three  yeant  tha  only  Prot- 
estant iif)ii>i#t#r  on  Vancouver 
isUnd.  He  acted  as  aehool  Inspector 
for  a  time.  Minister  of  the  Victoria 
District  Church  from  the  begin- 
ning, he  became  dean  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral  in  186.5. 

After  the  .separation  in  1874  he 
carried  on,  along  with  Mr.s.  Crldge, 
Kiainniar  and  girls'  scho^jL^.  He 
was  the  pioneer  of  the  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital, where  hangs  a  portrait  of 
this  humane  and  enterjnlsing  citi- 
zen of  the  early  days.  A  musician 
of  parts,  it  Is  recorded  that  for  a 
period  he,  was  his  own  choirmaster. 
He  died  on  May  g,  lilt.  In  his 
ninety-sixth  year.

WoliwIUistandlng  all  that  U  writ

i-weaters  or  other  warm  garments 
There  were  others  also  who  had 
>roiic  ;it  tlif  reducing  so  vigorously 
thai  they  wi  re  now  chronic  invalids, 
witii  ip.i  tiiipe  of  aver  being  strong 
or  well  agam. 

Even  wone  than  thia  via  the  fact 
that  there  were  others,  and  their 
number  is  almost  beyond  belief,  who 

actually  died  from  severe  re<iuein«. 

When  we  look  at  these  cases,  it 
does  not  seem  fair  to  blame  the 
overweight  individual  who  refuses 
to  try  and  redueahti  wtigtit.  Never- 
theless, every  case  of  overweight 
can  be  reduced,  aometUnes  to  nor- 
mal, and  sometimes  to  a  reasonable 
distance  of  normal,  if  common  sense 
and  persistence  Is  used.

History  of  Ireland  rrcscrved  by  Tradition 


THERE  are,  probably,  no  historians  who 
had  to  rely  to  suOh  grsat  extent  upon 
tradition  a.s  have  thoee  of  the  I.-Lsh 
nation.   Po66lbly  because  of  the  almost  con- 
stant turmoO  to  which,  for  centuries.  Ireland 
found  itself,  education  in  general  wa.s  tardy 
in  making  advancement,  so  that  the  facUltiei 
which  are  at  hand  to  chronicling  events  tran- 
spiring in  other  countries  more  fortunate  in 
this  respect,  are  lacking  when  considering 
Xretend.  For  this  reason  much  of  the  early 
history  of  the  Irish  race  lias  been  handed  down 
from  sire  to  son,  and  in  this  respect  the  mm- 
strals  pteyed  a  no  insignificant  part    It  i» 
quite  true  tliere  were  some  lilghly-educated 
people  in  Ireland  during  this  period,  but  few 
of  them  appear  to  liave  devoted  their  talents 
to  the  compiHng  oi  a  history. 

For  years  Xraland  ha-s  born  known  a.s  the 
"Land  of  Lov<  SOQg  and  Fairies,  and  a  great 
dial  of  the  material  used  by  Irish  poets  came 
to  them  through  the   medium   of  tradition. 
While  this  material  has  been  rounded  off  and 
smoothed  by  the  cobparatively  modem  hlghly- 
odnr.tti^  bards  of  Ireland,  much  of  It  in  Its 
origUwiV^r  practically  original)  form  has  been 
utUlaed.  I^ftoin  It  Is.  the  facts  presented  by 
those  modem  iioet.<;  h.^d  their  origin  to  tra- 
dition, as  can  be  aCtcstedviix,  those  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  have  been'fladtfj^d  upon 
the  knee  of  an  aged  and  saintly  grandmdtti^, 
or  mother,  who  sang  to  them  in  the  native 
tongue  of  Erin.    (And  by  way  of  diversion, 
how  sweetly  those  dear,  departed  women  did 
sing!    True,  th*  modem  .slnRcr  .sing.'?  .sweetly, 
too,  but  the  memory  of  the  strains  emitted  by 
those  long  stoea  gone  makes  the  latter-day 
warblers  seem  puny  Indeed.)

"WtBILE  volumes  have  been  written  regard- 
W  the  life  work  of  St.  Patrick,  neither  the 
place  of  his  birth  nor  his  last  resting-place 
has  been  definitely  settled.  What  can  be 
considered  two  of  the  preatn.st  authorities 
upon  such  matters  differ  widely  as  to  the  place 
of  his  birth,  while  that  of  his  burial,  appar- 
ently, Is  also  uncertain. 

me  Catholic  Encyclopaedia  States  he  was 
bom  at  Kllpatrlck.  near  Dumbarton,  in  Scot- 
land, and  that  he  is  burled  at  Saul,  Down- 
patrlck,  Irelend.  The  Encyclopaedia  Britan- 
nlca  pUces  his  probable  birthplace  as  in 
Wales,  and  sscribes,  also,  hl.s  probable  rrsting- 
plaee  as  to  Dalaradia.  at  Saul  (DaUradia  Is  a 
territory  in  Antrim). 

However,  many  well-known  writers  of 
authority  aver  his  remains  rest  in  the  coun- 
try In  which  he  was  bom.  Wales.  Since  the 
publication  of  both  encyclopaedla.s  referred  to, 
ardiaeologlsts  have  been  busy  in  Wales,  and 
some  two  or  three  years  ago  It  was  stated  that 
almost  posiUve  proof  had  been  brought  to  light 
that  totcrment  was  made  in  that  country.

RBOARDINO  St.  Patrick's  genealogy  there 
appears  to  be  no  doubt,  and  tha  same 
may  be  said  of  his  many  activities  during  a 
long  lifetime,  although  the  actual  dates  of  his 
birth  and  death  are  undecided  itrflnttely. 

Because  of  the  fact  that,  upon  all  matter.-! 
of  antiquity  as  well  as  those  of  modern 
Encyclopaedia  Brttannica  is  generally  looked 
upon  as  the  most  reliable  authority  extant, 
the  foUowtag  extract,  taken  from  that  great 
work.

'\OR  the  past  century  the  dtlaens  of 
Manchester  have  played  a  prominent 
part  In  all  the  great  political  move- 
manto  which  have  from  ttana  to  time  agltoted 
Great  Britain,  and  It  was  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal storm  centres  in  the  agitations  which  re- 
sulted to  the  passing  of  the  Baf  om  Bm  of 
1832  and  the  Repeal  of  the  Corn  Laws  In  1848. 
Manchester's  most  famous  building,  the  Free 
IVade  Hau,  which  was  preeented  to  the  Anti- 
Corn  Law  League  by  Richard  Cobden,  occu- 
pies the  site  of  an  older  hall  In  which  the 
great  free  trader  and  his  colleague,  John 
Bright,  delivered  some  of  their 
able  speeches  for  the  repeal  Of  tha 
Acts  of  Parliament. 

In  Itie  Manchester  was  the  scene  of  the 

traplr  ocninence  known  as    "The  Peterloo 
Massacre.  •    An  open-air  mass  meeting  was 
haU  to  arrange  for  the  presentatton   of  a 
petition  to  the  Oovemment  for  the  pewing  of 
some  measure   of   reform  in  parliamentary 
representation,  and  the  mayor  of    thf  city 
called  out  the  military  to  disparss  the  erowd 
and    arrest    the    .speakers     A  squadron  of 
drunken  yeomanry  cavalry  charged  the  peo- 
ple with  the  resuR  that  eleven  peiaons  wera 
killed  and  over  six  hundred  wounded.  The 
exasperated  citizens  declared  that  the  soldiers 
had  acted  as  though  they  had  been  on  the 
fWld  of  Waterioo,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that 
tha  meettog  had  been  held  on  a  spot  known 
as  Peter's  Pleld.  tbe  tragedy  became  known  as 
the  PeterHe  Maeeaere. 

Opening  of  Ship  Canal 

TRB  last  great  outatendtog  evont  to  the 
history  of  the  rlty  was  the  opening  of 
the  famous  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  which 
eonneoto  the  dty  with  the  River  Mersey, 
thirty-five  and  a  half  miles  away,  and  raised 
it  to  lu  present  proud  positkm  of  tbM  sea> 
port  to  Oreat  Britato. 

Manchester  became  the  seat  of  a  bishoprte

OPPICIAL  and  scientific  France  having 
failed  to  hapram  tha  British  Oovemment 

with  the  pracflrability  of  a  Channel  tunnel, 
has  now,  with  the  support  of  such  papera  as 
Pigaro,  Le  Tempa  and  Hie  Journal  doe  Debats, 
revived  the  Idea  of  turning  the  narrow  canal 
which  connects  Bordeaux,  on  the  Bay  of  Bis- 
cay, with  Narbenne.  on  tha  Madttomnean,  by 
making  the  Oaronne  RlvOT  teto  A  Waterway 
capable  of  being  used  by  '^t*!*itiHw  and  liners. 

Itie  preeent  eanal  datea  from  the  daya  of 
Ix)uls  XIV  and  was  the  work  of  hB  fnglnosr. 
Pierre  Paul  Kiquet.  lU  present  tnflo  le  lim- 
ited to  bargee  of  MO  toM  and  Its  progiasa  Is 
obstructed  by  331  brldge.s  and  148  locks.  The 
present  proposal  Is  to  turn  this  waterway  toto 
the  largest  canal  to  tha  workl.  atm  a  took 
canal,  with  a  minimum  depth  of  forty  feet  and 
a  breadth  of  196  at  the  bottom  and  413  at  th« 
surface.  « 

It  would  be  2,')0  mile,s  long  and  contain  onlj 
fourteen  locks,  with  a  change  of  altitude  vary, 
ing  from  sfacty  to  seventy  feet,  (That  part  o( 
the  Oaronne  now  utilized  would  be  dredged  U 
meet  the  new  requirements.  The  Panaou 
Canal,  with  Ave  kicks.  Is  M.46  mllca  long,  uu 
the  Suez,  a  sea-level  canal.  Is  104.50. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  largest  ship  ailoa 
could  matotato  a  speed  of  fourteen  knob 
throughout  the  canal,  either  day  or  night,  al 
Wlthto  twenty-four  hours,  a  reduction  of  ssv 
oral  daya  on  tha  usual  voysge  round  Portuga 
and  Spain.  Thirteen  railway  Itoes  and  forty- 
eight  highways  would  cross  tha  canal  elthsi 
by  bridges  or  tunn^. 

The  pre.sent  estimate  of  the  construction  ol 
such  a  waterway  would  be  $iO0jOO0fiO0,  with  iU 
completion  within  ten  years— such  Is  the  most 
recent  statement  to  the  Chamber  by  the  Mto- 
ister  of  Public  Works.  In  rejriy  to  objections 
made  by  oonservatlve  members  of  most  of  the 
parties  of  the  Right.  H  was  added  that  the 
P'^Pt^O  change  of  ten  francs  a  ton  for  the 
•htpping  paestog  through  tbe  canal  would  pro- 
duce a  revenue  of  at  least  1400,000.000  annu- 
ally, wtiieh  would  amply  sufflca  to  pay  dlvi- 
dMtoa  on  the  capltaL

y  the  time  the  proi>eIler  came  back, 
with  the  help  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment road  workera.

Not  only  have  we  been  going  to  sleep  to  the 
rain,  but  waking  to  it;  and  not  only  has  there 
been  a  musical  patter  on  the  shingles,  but  a 
thundering  roar.  Like  a  tropical  rain.  We've 
Keen  and  heard  and  felt  rains  in  the  South, 
tvfalch  were  simply  floods  flung  from  the  sky. 
and  though  this  rain  was  not  .so  b.%d  as  that, 
in  fact  It  wasn't  a  bad  rain  at  all,  it  made 
such  a  pounding  over  our  heads  as  to  drive 
■leep  quite  away.  Not  that  we  minded  It 
was  a  joyous  thing,  merry  as  noisy  children 
at  play,  or  perhapo  more  like  the  triumphant 
march  of  a  virforiou.s  army  And  it  was  no*, 
cold.  Open  windows  brought  no  chlU  wind. 
It  was  merely  a  elamoreua  herald  of  Spring. 

Coming  in  Splendor 

ACCORDING  to  all  accounts  from  those 
otd-thnen  who  should  know  best.  It  Is 
heralding  a  Spring  of  una-nial  plmrlor.  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  Saanlch  has  ever  kiu>wn 
For  the  eold  Winter  gave  the  gardens  and 
(iivhnd.s  and  fields  a  real  sleep,  and  killed 
off  a  lot  of  noxious  and  injurious  things, 
which  in  milder  seasons  have  flourlahed  and 
nnltlpllrd  the  whole  twelve-month  through. 

Another  thing,  and  an  unfailing  sign  that 
Sprtng  was  just  round  the  comer,  the  frogs 
have  been  singing  lustily  all  through  the  rain 
They  have  been  having  a  contUiuous  festival 
and  making  almost  as  much  noise  as  the  In- 
dians on  the  reserve  when  the  latter  welcomed 
the  change  of  the  seasons.  There  Is  a  wide 
stretch  of  land  to  the  north  of  Keating  Crofs 
Roads  whirh  is  at  present  like  a  beautiful 
serene  lake,  and  the  froR  choni.s  comes  from 
there  quite  clcariy  and  distinctly  to  our  house 
in  the  treee  which  ta  more  than  half  a  mile 
sway. 

Then,  to  make  a&suranccs  doubly  sure,  for 
nearly  a  week  now,  the  meadow  larks  have 
been  .singing  Perhaps  we  should  hnvr  men- 
tioned that  flr.st,  though  the  meadow  larks 
are  not  an  infaUlble  sign,  we  have  hoard  them 
In  the  middle  of  Winter  It  .seeins  to  us  that 
never  has  their  song  been  quite  so  clear  and 
bright  and  fuU  of  hope  aa  It  Is  Just  now.  We 
'an-v  th.it  this  is  be<-aiise  thev  too  know 
tiiat  they  are  greeting  a  Spring  and  a  Sum- 
mer season  whleh  are  to  be  overflowliv  with 
the  good  things  of  the  earth  There  li  more 
of  that  UtUe  silvery  timbre  hi  their  notes 
than  we've  ever  aelteed  kefera.  Or  perhaps 
9ar  heartm  la  letUat  aMre  aeute.

"On  the  contrary,  and  you  will  find  that 
out  for  yourselves,  the  older  you  get  the  more 
greatly  you  will  enjoy  the  revelations  of  nature. 
Because  perhaps  with  each  sueoeedlng .  year 
one  Ls  coming  closer  to  nature.  Each  Spring 
is  more  beautiful  to  me  than  the  preceding 
one.  And  so  It  haa  gone  on  all  through  my 
life." 

Of  course  the  reason  for  this,  or  one  of 
them,  may  be  that  the  mlnda  of  young  peo- 
pie  are  so  busy  with  other  matters.  Thry 
have  neither  the  inclination  nor  the  leLsure 
for  that  qulceeent  mood  necessary  for  the  ap- 
preciation of  abetract  things.

We  have  climbed  our  hill  to 
see  it  and  feel  It.  and  the  better  to  describe  It 
The  sun  has  be*n  up  an  hour,  but  It  has 
only  Just  broken  through  the  blankets  of  mLsl 
which  made  its  bed  over  In  the  East,  and  Uie 
whole  sky.  which  was  greyed  over  not  ten 
minutes  ago  is  miraculously  clearing,  showing 
great  patches  of  soft  blue.  There  Is  no  snow 
on  Big  Saanlch  or  the  Ifalahat.  The  treeless 
summlt.s  where  it  wa.s  lying  a  week  ago,  are 
reflecting  the  sunlight  now  from  the  grey  ot 
their  mossed  rocks  whleh  will  soon  be  all  of 
a  greenness  with  fiie  world,  and  hardly  to  be 
disUngulshed  from*  the  timber.  The  trees 
themselves  wMth  etothe  the  ateepo,  atand 
out  with  a  fine,  clear  indivMuaUty  thk  morn- 


ing, as  though  each  one  of  them  realized  that 
It  too  has  a  part  to  play  in  this  eternal  primal 


Far-Flung  Aspects  I 

TO  the  West  which  gives  us  the  meet  inti- 
mate of  our  far-flung  aspects,  the  Inlet  is 
blue  as  the  sky.  The  purple  green  promon- 
tory- of  Saltspring  palea  the  mountains  of  the 
Island  Range  behind  It,  there  is  snow^  on  them, 
and  will  be  for  weeks  to  come.

Cloaer  itlll  and  the  willows  have  put  out 

their  grey-velvet  buds  in  our  own  woodv  and 
still  closer,  just  outside  our  Cabln-on-the-HUl, 
the  Dorothy  Peiltlns  rose  vine,  idanted  a  year 
and  a  half  ago.  and  which  now  bids  fair  to 
cover  the  whole  house,  is  showing  its  first  tiny, 
green  shoots,  and  the  leaf  buds  on  the  liUc 
iree.s  are  bursting  their  red  Winter  sheaths. 

Down  the  hill  we  hear  the  Joyous  tumbling 
of  waters,  overflow  from  the  strawberry  and 
loganberry  plantation  which  cover  the  piatfmtt 
And  of  course  the  meadow  larks  are  Magtng 
everywhere.

his  championship.  Hls  novice  owner  led  him 
in  triumph  back  to  his  bench.  Aa  they  passed 
the  collie  benche.s  where  I  was  grooming  one 
of  my  dogs,  I  heard  the  novice  declalmmg 
rapturously  to  hla  vtetorloua  ebow: 

"Oh,  Ming,  you  were  great!  As  soon  as  we 
get  home  tonight  I  am  going  to  give  you  a 
heaping  plate  of  chicken  bones  and  a  whole 
pound  of  lump  sugar." 

Now  this  was  110  affair  of  mine,  writes  Albert 
Payson,  Terhunc,  noted  author  and  expert  on 
dogs.  But  I  erooMd  over  to  the  bllthartat 
novice  and  said  to  him : 

"Why  not  give  your  great  young  dog  a  lieap- 
ing  plateful  of  strychnia,  instead?  You  11  get 
the  .name  result  more  quickly  and  much  leas 
painful  than  by  feeding  chicken  bone.s  to  him 
Aa  to  the  sugar— did  nobody  ever  bother  to  tell 
you  that  a  dog  s  dlgeettve  organs  hove  no  ap- 
paratus for  handlUig  sweets?" 

"I  beUeve  in  khKlness  to  anhnals,"  he  re- 
turned, stiffly.  "My  dog  haa  done  weO  today. 
I  am  going  to  reward  him." 

"You  are  going  to  set  forward  the  dale  of 
his  death."  1  corrected  him,  "if  you  follow  out 
the  programme  you  Just  spoke  of.  Mere  dogs 
are  killed  by  ignorant  kindness  than  are  killed 
by  motor  cars.  And  lieaven  knows  the  cars 
kill  enough^  them." 

Mistaken  Kindness 

MvnMOK  kladnem  hae  kOM  and  wlU 
kill  many  thousand  dogs.   This  kind- 
ness may  take  any  one  of  myriad  forms. 
The  novice  I  have  spoken  of  was  gotng  to 

fill  his  chows  stomach  with  chicken  bones, 
not  knowing  thst  the  half-chevied  bones  of  snv 
'arm  of  cooked  poultry  have  a  tendency  to

or  late  will  pierce  a  dog  s  throat  OT  stomach 
or  Intestines,  and  klU  him.  With  large  dogs, 
chop  bonea  offer  a  like.  If  slightly  leis,  perlL 
Oake,  pastry,  candy— these  are  not  bad,  in 
moderation,  for  a  healthy  human  syatem.  They 
are  ruinously  bad  for  a  dog. 

In  addition  to  plenty  of  exercise,  after  dogs 
pass  the  age  of  twelve  months  they  should  get 
but  one  meal  a  day;  a  big  meal  which  dupli- 
cates as  far  aa  possible  the  best  kind  of  diet 
I  ran  Imagine  the  wild  dog  as  having:  beef 
bones  to  gnaw;  meat  scraps  mixed  with  greens: 
an  avoidance  of  starchy  foods.  Add  to  this 
an  occasional  hard  dog  Mscuit.  a  dlMl  of  »qMkt 
some  form  of  roughage. 
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Housing  the  Dog 

♦HEN.  as  to  housing  your  dog:  Perhaps 
you  yourself  like  a  very  soft  bed  with 
plenty  of  warm  covers,  and  a  warm  room  to 
.sleep  in.   .So  you  infer  It  OMMt  be  a  gOOd  thlBg 

for  your  dog    It  1^  not. 

If  you  keep  a  dog  in  the  house,  let  hhn  have 
a  good-alaed  roomful  of  trHh  air  aU  night,  and 
let  his  bed  be  a  not-too-thick  rug.  Your  mis- 
taken ideas  of  kindness  will  soften  him  and 
make  hhn  soeeeptlble  to  any  of  several  aU- 
ments 

Many  more  dogs  die  from  overeaUng  than 
undereatlng.  Many  more  dogs  die  from  food 
that  Ls  too  meager.  Many  more  dogs  die  from 

overcoddUng  than  from  overexpof^ure 

There  Is  no  magic,  no  mystery,  in  the  cor- 
re.st  upbringing  and  treatment  of  a  dog.  The 
whole  thing  depends  on  patience  and  on  com- 
mon Mnse.  With  his  owner  s  wholesale  use  of 
thOM  two  aaoets.  there  la  no  dog  that  eaaaot 
be  kept  healthy  and  that  cannot  be  made  a 
good  canine  citizen.  UntU  you  make  him  ab- 
normal by  abnormal  treatment,  your  dog  wlU 
prefer  to  live  in  a  normal  and  healthful 
ia.\hion.  Such  a  dog  is  the  atotL  Meal  chum

Queen  Victoria  Slapped 
"Man  Who  Was  Right" 

AT  the  age  of  elghtynrix  a  aetentlst  and 
electrlan  won  a  fre.sh  reputation  by  de- 
livering one  of  the  wittiest  and  most  enter- 
tabling  after-dinner  speeches  ever  heard  In 

the  Savoy  Hotel. 

This  pioneer  octogenarian  was  Colonel  R  E. 
Orompton.  the  man  responsible  for  the  first 
installation  of  electric  lights  In  London  and 
the  Faraday  MedalUst  of  1922,  whot  was  ac- 
eorded  a  complimentary  dinner  by  admirers 
friends  and  wnHaaguea.

"I  am  about  the  only  per.'>on  who  has  ever 
been  slapped  by  such  a  model  of  dignity  aa 
Queen  VlctorU,"  he  declared  "That  happened 
in  '81  or  '82.  when  I  Introduced  Into  Windsor 
Cattle  the  type  of  lighting  whleh  pott  aee  In 
thLs  room  today. 

Her  Majesty  said  she  had  never  seen  any- 
thing like  it  before,  and  promptly  slapped  my 
face. 

"But  when  other  people  admired  the  light 
»he  was  very  lair  about  it.  When  someone 
wanted  to  Introduce  me  later  Queen  Vietorla 
waved  him  aside  with  tlie  remark  "ThLs  young 
man  had  the  cheek  to  have  his  own  way,  and 
hla  own  way  happened  to  be  itght'."

Dartmoor  Prison  Was  Built  Century 

Ago  to  House  War  Captives 


DARTMOOR  Prison,  the  scene  of  a  recent 
outbreak  of  prisoners,  la  one  of  Britaln'a 

notable  penal  ln,stltutlons -a  grim  pile  of 
buildings  standing  on  a  lonely  moor  In  Devon- 
shire. Many  novellsto  have  celebrated  '  the 
bleak  and  forblddlnR  Dartmoor  country  in 
their  books,  among  them  Ctean  Doyle,  whose 
"^ound  of  the  BaskervOlea"  bayed  across  the 
fo^xy  moors,  Eden  Phlllpotts  and  John  Gals- 
worthy, in  whose  play  "Escape"  the  prison 
figures. 

Dartmoor  was  built  in  1800  to  house  prison- 
ers of  war.  A  colored  sltetch  preser\ed  in 
England's  Admiralty  recosds  reflects  tin  war 
prison  of  1812,  with  its  two  groups  of  build- 
ings Joined  by  a  short  connecting  walk  Tlie 
prUon  then  stood  in  a  fifteen-acre  plot  with 
a  double  ring  of  masonry  walls  safeguarding 
it.  In  those  early  days  .social  distinctions 
divldod  the  prison  company  into  tlie  petty 


Dartmoor  l>ecame  a  convict  prison  In  1850, 
when  the  staff  numbered  lem  than  thirty;  to- 
day It  numljers  more  than  230.  Overcrowded, 
unhealthy,  almost  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
the  priaon  was  enterged  and  renovated  in  the 

latter  part  Of  the  Inst  century.  Oartmoor 
Chapel  waa  restored  and  .conseorated  by  the 
Bishop  of  Exeter  In  IfOl.  Bet  and  eold  w[ater 
and  a  special  heating  plant 
to  prison  buildings. 
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group  and  the  eoaunenen  group. 

Stockbreeding  Centre 

FROM  1,000  to  1,S00  prisoners  at  a  ttaie  were 
housed  in  the  "Depot  at  Dartmoor,"  as  the 
Institution  was  fh^t  caUed.  Hard  days  were 
those  before  the  moor  had  been  cultivated  Into 
the  great  prison  farm  and  garden  which  today 
supplies  iiunates  with  much  of  their  food.  One 
of  the  tloeet  fleeki  of  XSartmoor  aheep  In 
England  is  said  to  have  developed  fVom  the 
first  husbandry  efforU  of  the  first  eonvlcts. 
Cattle,  ponlea  and  piga  were  alao  aaeof  the 
pradueto  e(  the  older  prieen. 


Many  Changes  Made 

'ANT  drnngoi  have  eome  to  the  hlitoria 

pile,  according  to  a  writer  who  spent 
some  time  there  as  a  member  of  the  staff 
fifty  years  aga  "Ttf  last  twenty-five  years 
have  brought  so  many  improvements  In  the 
morale  of  the  staff  and  the  treatment  of 
priaoncn  that  the  convict  of  the  earlier  dec- 
ades would  scarcely  recognize  the  place,"  he 
says.

confidence  of  men  and  develop  in  them  an 
IntMeet  to  the  day-by-day  life  of  the  prlaeo 


Migration  to  Cities  of 
New  Zealand  Cauaing 
National  Concern 


HALF  ol  New  Zealand's  population  now 
Uvee  tai  four  eltles  and  ten  huite  whan 
areas,  figures  Just  piiblLshed  here  reveal.  In  a 
country  devoted  to  agriculture  this  alignment 
of  population  la  caustog  the  utmost  concero. 
Though  the  exports  of  the  cfxintry  .nre  ninety- 
eight  per  cent  drawn  from  the  farms,  the 
deeire  of  town  and  elty  youth  to  take  up  land 
la  not  f;reet,  and  country-reared  children  aent 
to  the  towns  to  be  edticated  reveal  no  great 
wish  to  return  home. 

Country  life  in  New  Zealand  Is  as  oomfort- 
able  as  anywhere  in  the  world.  Most  farmers 
own  automobiles,  and  maybe  two  or  three; 
mo«t  country  houses  have  electric  light,  radios, 
and  are  near  some  sort  of  movie  theatre  But 
Mg-town  pleasures  are  what  Is  sought  by  the 
younger  generation  of  farmbng  fumlllte 
Though  area  under  cultivation  has  increased 
greatly  in  recent  years  and  intensive  farmhig 
has  begun  in  some  sectiom.  farm  ktbor  haa 
decreased  and  the  decrease  is  not  due  to 
mechanisation.  Mechanical  equipment  of  New 
Zealand  farms  U  not  often  pomHUe.  fbr  the 
reason  that  the  holdlng.s  are  nmjally  small,  and 
many  of  the  large  propertlea  are  devoted  to 
aheep  and  wool  prodoetkm.  whleh  an  net 
aided  by  machinery.

JN  all  parts  of  the  world  men,  women  and 
children  of  British  descent  are  Uving.

Island-s  between  the  North  Sea  and  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  and  who  were  the  men  who  led 
tho  wajrf 

It  would  tako  far  iMfo  hmwo  than  wo  have 

to  answer  those  questions  fully,  but  let  us  see 
if  we  cannot  find  the  names  of  some  of  the 
ohiof  moB  who  first  plaalod  tiM  British  flag 

overseas. 

For  many  centuries  our  British  forefathers 
found  enough  to  do  at  home.  Saxons  and 
Jutes.  Angles,  Danes  and  Mormans  wore 
welded  with  Celts  into  one  nation  before,  In 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  sailors  began  to 
seek  the  ktoda  boywd  tho  oeeana.  Bofbre 

that,  it  ts  true,  the  Cabot,<!.  father  and  son, 
had  reached  the  shores  of  Canada,  but  it  was 
left  for  another  laoe  to  mako  the  first  whUe 
settlements  to  tMs  oouatry. 

Drake  and  His  Drum 

IT  was  tho  Devonshire  captain.  Fraaels 
Drake,  who.  in  the  Golden  Hind,  sailed 
round  the  world  between  Christmas  Day, 
HIT.  and  aopmabor.  INl  mo  ship  that  ao- 
fompllxhed  that  feat  was  but  a  tiny  one  com- 
pared with  the  vessels  of  today.  Yet  she 
woathsred  ley  gales  to  the  Mstth  and  Math 
and  braved  the  dangers  of  the  tntU»  as  WOU 
as  defied  Spanish  enemies. 

Soon  after  went  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  the 
gallant  knight  whose  sad  fate  is  still  de- 
plored. He  planted  the  first  British  colony  in 
Virginia,  discovered  Trinidad,  with  its  lake  of 
asphalt;  found  tho  Oitoeeo  aad  Brttlih 
Qulana.  His  dream  of  golden  treasure  for  a 
greedy  king  was  unfulfilled,  but  he  has  left 
to  the  Biglaad  ha  levod  a  roeord  of  ono  of 

the  noblest  of  lives.  In  the  United  States  a 
noble  State  bears  tho  name  he  gave  her  in 
memory  of  his  queen. 

Beyond  the  Atlantic 

IT  was  the  same  queen  who  sent  out  Sir 
Humphrey  Oilbert  to  plant  the  British  flag 
on  the  shore.s  of  Newfoundland.  Sailors  found 
ttxelr  way  into  the  Indian  Ocean  and  the 
straits  and  ssas  beyond  and  made  posslUa  tho 

founoing  of  the  East  India  Company  WiMiO 
story  fUls  many  pages  of  Britlflh  history, 
■oon  began  that  sear^  for  the  Northwest 

Pa.viR^e  only  ended  In  our  own  land.  Prob- 
Ishcr  and  Davis  led  the  way  In  this  heroic 
but  frultlsm  asardi.  We  eanaot  even  men- 
tion tho  aamsa  of  th«n  who  took  vp  that 
quest 

Tlie  story  of  Henry  Hudson  hu  left  Its  mark 
in  the  United  States  and  In  Canada.  The 
Hudscm  River  In  New  York  and  the  Great 
Canadian  Bay  which  bears  his  name  are 
memorUls  of  hbn  whleh  will  last  tlU  the 
world's  end. 

He  and  his  son  John  with  a  crew  of  ten 


men  first  left  England  on  the  ship  Hopewell 
to  discover  a  passage  by  the  North  Pole  to 
China  and  Japan. 

It  \%  not  known  where  they  came  from,  but 
it  is  on  record  that  father  and  son  knelt  in 
an  old  London  diurch  to  roeelve  oonununkm 
before  committing  themselves  to  the  deep. 
Four  voyages  were  made  before  the  mutinous 
crew  of  another  ship,  the  Discovery,  cast  their 
captain  and  his  son  adrift  in  an  open  boat  to 
Wish  in  ths  loy  waters.  Your  Canadian 
history  tells  of  many  other  explorers  whose 
names  aro  heuitheM  words  to  our  piavtaoe. 

African  Explorers 

A BOOT  two  hundred  years  ago  explorers 
from  Great  BritaUi  began  to  make  their 
way  Into  the  African  continent.  The  first  to 
go  was  James  Bruce.  Houghton  and  Mungo 
Park  opened  up  other  regkms,  but  paid  with 
thefi*  live.s  their  boldness.  The  .story  of  Bahor, 
David  Livingstone,  Stanley  and  others  bring 
the  roeord  down  to  our  own  times  when  with 
the  aid  of  motor  car  and  aeroplane  there  are 
few  places  in  the  Dark  Continent  unknown  to 
tho  white  esplortr.  Hm  task  left  for  this  and 
.succeeding  generations  is  to  teach  black  men 
to  live  as  civilised  people.  In  that  work  many 
missionaries  are  already  engaged. 

A  Very  Great  Explorer 

BOYS  and  girls  In  British  Columbia  wiU  al- 
ways think  of  CapUto  Cook  as  one  of 
the  greatest  of  British  exploreis.  The  York- 
siure  boy  who  ran  away  to  sea  opened  up  the 
path  that  led  to  the  settlement  of  British  im- 
migrant* In  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Tahiti 
and  many  other  Islands  in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
It  was  he  who  first  claimed  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  Canada  as  a  British  poaieeilon.  Oaptato 
Vanoouver  established  the  claim  to  nmef 
winding  Inlet  along  the  Coast. 

Ths  great  explorer  led  tho  way  to  making 
life  at  sea  more  healthful  for  the  sailors  be- 
fore modern  science  had  discovered  the  art  ol 
preeervtag  food.  He  learned  lAueh  of  the 
Antarctic  region.s  where  Scott  and  Sh.irkleton. 
men  wortliy  of  his  simple  heroic  faith,  have 
fbUowod. 

All  these  men  and  many  more  have  pointed 
the  way  to  the  settlement  of  the  lands  over- 
seas hy  British  peoples.  Not  many  obtained 
honors  and   rewards  while  they  weiw  llvll«. 

Those  who  fill  now  or  will  fill  the  great  empty 
spaces  they  first  touclied,  the  millions  who  are 
living  happy  lives  to  Canada.  New  Zealand, 
Australia,  Africa  or  the  British  colonies  do 
well   to   honor   them   and  preserve  their

dividual trap-nesting  under  Dominion  Oov- 
emment supanrlakm.  It  ia'tha  ehuia  of  ehlek 
preferred  by  tho«ic  who  seek  the  very  highest 
in  quality  for  their  commercial  Hocks,  or  for 
uaa  as  foundation  atoek.  The  approved 
Breeder-Hatchery  operates  under  Oovernment 
supervision.  This  Includes  regulation  with 
redact  to  tha  operation  of  tha  hatchery  plant 
it.vif  .source  of  egg  supply,  egg  sin,  and  proper 
selection  of  chicks. 

Approved  Chicks 

THESE  arc  produced  only  by  hatehories 
entered  under  the  Federal  Policy  of 
Hatchery  Approval.  Thajr  represent  the  big 
bulk  of  .supply  of  chlck.s  of  dependable  quality. 
Not  only  does  the  hatchery  supplying  these 
•Wota  oparato  undar  Oovemment  supervision, 
but  only  rugs  normal  as  to  shape  and  of  a 
certain  sise  may  be  set,  whUe  the  flocks  from 
whldl  the  egg  supply  Is  obtained  are  rigidly 
selected  by  C'.ovemment  inspectors  before  mat- 
ing with  male  birds  of  spproved  quality.  Ap- 
proved chicks  can  be  obtained  only  from  an 
approved  hatchery. 

A  further  subdivision  of  the  Approicd  Chick 
class  is  provided  where  the  approved  chicks 
have  been  R.OP.  sired.  This  means  that  an 
the  flocks  used  as  the  source  of  egg  supply 
for  the  hatchery  offering  such  chicks  for  sale 
are  headed  by  approved  RO.P.  malaa,  tha 
procaoy  of  oartUad  11.0.P.  females.

Pbtash  and  Rhubarb 

GROW»a  of  fotoad  rhukarb  ara  reported 
to  have  encountered  a  problem  that  ha.s 
been  particularly  acute  this  year.  The  latter 
of  the  foread  erop  haa  baan  unabla  to  stand 
long  transportation  due  to  breaking  down  of 
tha  lower  part  of  the  stenu.  They  have  asked 
plant  pathatoglata  to  tevaallgate  tha  trouble 

and  recommend  a  method  of  overcoming  it 
Without  detracting  from  the  work  of  the 
Invaatifator.  it  U  suggaatad  that  tha  trouble 
nay  be  due  to  a  shortage  of  readily-available 
potash  In  the  soli.  This  element  is  essential 
to  all  stam  and  leaf  growth,  and  whara  lack-

barb, but  soma  Infonaatlon  might  bo  abtahiad 
If  application  of  a  potash  fertniier  L%  made 
to  the  crop  grown  outside  after  the  first  stems 
have  been  ramovad.  it  la  aalto  UUtf  that 
marked  improvement  will  be  noted,  and  tf 
there  ara  signs  of  stem  weakness  or  prema* 
ture  decay  of  tha  laavaa  thara  la  a  poaaMttty 
that  the  condition  will  be  re<-tlflad  by  tha 
application  of  the  potash  fertilizer. 

Trade  With  Britain 

THE  furthcoming  Imperial  Bconomlc  Con- 
ference at  Ottawa  la  expected  to  be  the 
Mat  Important  la  tha  hMary  of  tha  ImptK. 
The  Dominions  and  Colonle.t  are  awaiting  de- 
velopmenU  with  eager  anticipation,  and  it 
U  no  secret  that  aU  expect  to  profit  at  tha 
axpanaa  of  foreign  countriea. 

WhUa  viieat  growers  hava  aiueh  at  stake, 
tha  producers  of  meat  and  dairy  prodnw  an 
aapecttng  the  resulU  of  the  conference  to  ma- 
terially alter  present  channels  of  trade.  Last 
year,  oreat  Britain  Imparted  tlAlti4«  awt 
of  beef,  mutton,  pork  and  bacon,  of  which  the 
Rmpire  supplied  leas  than  one-quartar.  the 
total  being  7JTr.tM  cwt.   These  flguraa  do  not 


Agricultural  Economics 
Branch  Extends 
Research 

ESTABLISHED  a  litUe  over  two  years  ago. 
tha  Agricultural  loonomlcs  Brandi  of 
the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture  now 
has  seven  major  research  projects  under  way. 
In  oortato  eaaea  the  work  has  been  iniUated 
by  the  Branch,  while  In  others  a  co-operative 
arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  other 
branches  of  tha  Dominion  Department  or 
Provincial  agencies.  In  Eastern  Canada  a 
study  of  apple  production  and  marketing  is 
under  way,  this  work  behig  carried  on  in  Nova 
Scotia,  Quebec  and  Ontario.  Provlnalal 
agencies  co-operate  in  all  three  areas 

A  study  of  milk  marketing  is  also  nearing 
completion.  Moreover,  an  analyala  Of  farmars' 
business  organizations,  which  It  natkmal  In 
scope,  is  being  carried  forward. 

In  the  Westam  Provinces  a  study  of  the 
range  sheep  lndu.'<try  Is  being  conducted  In 
British  Columbia.  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan. 
Thu  project  is  under  the  joint  diraetlon  of  tha 
Experiments!  Farnw  Branch  and  the  Eco- 
nomics Branch.  Another  study  affecting  the 
Prairie  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Albarta  and 
Saawatchcwan  i.s  that  dealing  with  settler.s" 
progress  and  the  factors  affecting  their  suc- 
ceaa.  Thla  study  win  also  show  tha  coata  of 
farm  power. 

During  the  past  Summer  a  study  of  the  eco- 
nomic affaato  of  ontworai  damaga  and  the 
relation  of  such  damaire  to  farm  prncticaa  wai 
conducted  jointly  with  the  Entomolotloal 
Branch.  PrallaUnary  work  haa  aJao  batn  dona 
in  rural  credit,  taxation  and  inauiaaaa.

THE  common  lilac  is  a  beautiful  shrub, 
and  probaMy  the  most  free-flowaring  of 
all,  but  there  arc  varieties  which  have 
better  fiowers.  What  they  lack  in  the  matter 
of  free  blooinlttg  thay  make  up  by  the  alM  of 
the  raceme  and  the  color  and  QUatttif  Of  tha 
flowers  they  produce. 

Lilacs  may  btill  be  planted,  though  a  little 
mora  oara  ia  needed  than  if  the  operatlan  had 

been  performed  earlier.  While  the  lilac  la  hOt 
very  particular.  It  is  well,  however,  to  roBMm- 
bar  that  regularity  and  prefuakm  of  flowering 
are  dependent,  to  a  great  extent,  upon  a  fair 
supply  of  sunshine  for  the  ripening  of  the 
wood.  Plant  than  In  a  aonny  apot  and  glva 
a  rich  soil.  Keep  manure  away  from  actual 
contact  with  the  roots,  and  do  not  damage 
the  latter  any  mora  than  can  be  helped.  Tha 
breaking  of  the  root.s  will  cnu.so  the  plant  to 
sucker,  and  a&  most  of  the  choice  varieties  are 
graftad  on  tha  eanunon  lilac,  tha  aockers  pro- 
duced will  be  of  the  common  lilac.  If  these 
are  allowed  to  grow,  they  wlU  in  time  over- 
whelm the  choice  plant. 

The  foUowlnc  are  excellent  varieties  to 
plant:  Madame  Lemolnl.  double  white ;  Charles 
X  large  Mue;  President  Orevy,  double  light 
blue:  Souverlr  de  L  Spath,  very  large  dark 
blue;  and  Ithum  von  Horstansteln,  vary  large 
deep  purple. 

The  Witch  Hazel 

THE  writer  ha*  not  in  the  past  been  very 
kaan  on  the  Hamamells,  or  Witch  Hasel 
family,  probably  because  he  had  only  aaan 
'  young  planta,  which  are  a  bit  leggy.  However, 
he  has  recently  seen  some  well-established 
bu>(he.s  of  .several  varieties,  planted  quita 
thickly,  and  he  is  changing  his  opinion  about 
this  plant.  In  the  middle  of  January  they 
were  covered  with  bloom  and  mado  an  aaoal* 
lent  feature  in  the  garden  In  which  he  .taw 
them.  The  variety  used  was  H.  Mollis,  which 
Is  probably  tha  bast.  It  is  free-growing  and 
quite  hardy.  It  differs  from  the  other  kind.s 
In  having  larger  leaves,  covered  on  the  under- 
side with  a  thlofc  ooattag  of  hairs.  Ihaflovafa 
are  less  waved  than  aomo  af  tha  othara  and 
are  brighter. 

The  other  two  kinds  grown  were  Japonica 
and  Japonica  rubra  The  former  has  light 
yeUow  flowers  and  the  latter  dark  yellow  ones. 
They  are  both  good.  and.  planted  with  Monia. 
the  effect  i.s  very  .satl.sfactory.  While  the 
plants  are  nothing  but  a  green  shrub  In  Sum- 
mar,  thay  ara  a  vary  daUghtfol  Wtatar  daoora- 
tlon.  blooming  as  they  do  In  January. 

Probably  the  finest  Introduction  of  recent 
years  in  tha  way  of  a  flowarta^  Ohmk  la 

Viburnum  Carle.sl  Tt  l:s  a.s  .sweet-scented  OS 
Daphne  odora,  and  has  wax-like  flowers  whkh 
are  wMto  with  a  pink  tlnga.  and  ara  produead 
In  May  and  Juna.  It  la  parfaotly  hardjf  and 
easy  to  grow. 

Anothar  Tlbumum  that  is  wall  worth  grow- 
ing, particularly  in  a  small  garden,  la  Vlbur- 
mun  opuius  nana.  This  is  a  very  dwarf  form 
oC  tha  well-known  Vlhomum  opuius,  the 
Buropean  cranberry,  or,  as  it  is  sometlmaa 
called,  the  single-flowered  Guelder  rose.  In 
addition  to  tha  flowara,  aliieh  it  produoes 
freely  In  Summer,  It  baan  rad  barrMa  In  tha 
Pall  of  the  year. 

A  Unique  Broom 

THERE  Is  a  broom  which  was  raised  from 
aoma  seed  sent  to  Victoria  from  Spain 
soma  years  ago,  and  for  which  no  nsime  has 
been  found.  It  was  shown  to  Mr.  dwaaaa 
EUloCt,  the  distinguished  Kngllah  plant  au- 
thority, whan  he  was  here  last  Summer,  and 
ha  was  unable  to  Identify  it.  In  fact,  ha  aaM 
he  had  never  seen  cna  like  It  it  frrows  per- 
haps two  and  a  half  feet  high  and  as  much 
through.  It  has  yellow  blooms,  like  tha  com- 
mon broom,  but  paler  and  smaller,  but  Its 
great  charm  la  the  fact  that  it  blooms  three 
times  each  yaar.  to  May,  agaUi  to  My  aai  ta 
October.  It  win  not  come  true  from  seed,  but 
it  has  been  propagated  by  cuttings  and  Is  now 
obtainable  to  a  limited  aattnt.  ft  la  a  good 
xubject  for  the  larjfrr  rock  garden  and  gKes  a 
splash  of  color  durmg  such  a  kwg  period. 
TkiM  iroDi  tao^  plaat  u^t  I  viHil  to  MB- 


tlon  today,  and  that  Is  Rosa  RouIettU.  This 
Is  the  smallest  double  rose  In  cultivation.  I 
hava  nevar  seen  one  ov«r  four  inches  tall.  It 
blooms  all  Summer  long,  and  for  the  small 
rock  garden  there  is  nothing  to  compare  with 
it  ta  tha  graat  family  of  roaas.  Whether  It  la 
.1  hybrid  or  not,  no  one  seems  to  know.  It  has 
been  In  cultivation  in  one  small  village  in 
awltaarland  for  a  great  many  years,  and  has 
navar  been  found  elsewhere.  It  was  redis- 
oovarad  some  years  ago  and  put  into  commerce, 
hut  It  la  alwaya  aearee.  and  is  not  seen  In 
gardens  as  oftan  as  It 


Trees  Should  Be  Placed 

to  Harmonize  With 
Home  and  Garden 

TREES  ara  plantad  ta  tha  home  grounds 
for  two  rea.son.s.  shade  and  beauty  The 
latter  Is  the  more  important.  A  tree  should 
always  add  baauty  to  ita  surroimdtaga,  and.  If 
poaalbie.  it  should  ba  placed  whova  Ita  abada 
will  be  enjoyed. 

Spring  la  a  good  tlma  for  tree  planting. 
Many,  such  as  birch,  cherry,  Lombardy  pop- 
lars, oaks  and  others,  transplant  better  now 
than  ta  tha  VM.  Of  aouraa,  care  must  ba 
taken  In  preparing  the  soil  and  setting  the 
tree  In  the  ground.  But  equally  vital  Is  that 
it  ba  aat  ta  tha  right  plaoa  to  do  Ita  full  doty. 

If  you  know  Just  what  a  tree  is  to  do,  It  is 
easy  to  select  the  variety  you  need  and  the 
location  for  It.  Parhapa  It  Is  tatanded  to 
frame  the  view  of  the  hou.se  Then  It  should 
grow  to  the  proper  height,  when  mature,  so 
that  It  la  ta  aeale  with  tha  houaa.  and  It  should 
have  a  crown  .so  shaped  as  to  harmonize  with 
the  architecture.  There  will  usually  be  sev- 
eral loeatloaa  pamlaribk,  and  one  may  be 
cho.<;en  whlch  wlU  ba  moot  aatlafhotory  lor 
shade. 

Sli.i(Jc  on  the  Garden 

AOAROEN  seat  or  terrace  will  be  more 
plaaaant  If  tt  ia  Ohadad  by  a  tree  in  the 

afternoon.  Or  a  porch  or  window  may  be 
made  more  inviting  by  this  protecUon  from 
tha  Summer  aon.  A  llttla  investigation  at 
the  right  time  on  a  sunny  day  will  help  you 
determine  Just  whara  a  tree  should  be  planted 
to  eaat  tha  dealrad  shade,  having  in  mind  al- 
ways the  .shape  and  height  of  the  tree. 

Trees  have  divers  beauties,  and  different 
variaUaa  may  ba  combined  to  secure  year- 
round  interest  and  beauty.  The  bardintts  of 
the  variety  in  your  locality  is  Important  It 
never  pays  to  plant  kinds  that  are  likely  to  be 
killed  or  usually  fail  to  thrive.  VarlatlM  lass 
rare,  but  happier  ta  thair  auriouudlnga,  wUl 
ba  mora  satisfactory. 

Oood  subjects  for  street  or  avenue  planting 
are  elms,  ash  and  lindeas  Weeping  trees,  to 
be  planted  sparingly,  where  their  conspicu- 
ously Interesting  shapaa  aaam  parmMMa,  an 
the  weeping  mulberry  cut>laavad 
birch  and  weeping  willow.

THE  quickaat  way  to  SMfea  a  water  garden 
Is  to  procure  one  or  more  wooden  or  metal 
wash  tubs,  or  barrels  sawed  In  two,  or  anything 
else  that  will  hold  water.  Sfak  tham  ta  the 
ground  If  possible.  If  they  are  on  the  roof 
or  balcony  a  very  pleasing  effect  can  be  ob- 
tained by  building  up  tha  aldaa  with  atonea. 
setting  flower  pots  at  Intervals  around  the 
OUtaide  rim  and  planting  therem  i>ome  trail- 
ing plants,  such  as  Parrot  Peather  cr  Kanll- 
worth  Ivy,  to  hang  down  over  the  edces  This 
will  add  a  great  deal  to  the  naturalistic  effect 
of  your  garden. 

When  the  tub  has  been  set  ta  poaitton,  filled 
with  soil  and  water,  you  ara  ready  to  plant. 
The  best  soli  for  water  llllaa  and  all  aquatic 
plants  is  a  mixture  of  three  parts  rich  fibroiw 
loam  and  one  part  well  rotted  cow  manure. 
Avoid  using  fresh  manure  as  it  ia  liable  to  fer- 
ment, a  condition  which  is  harmful  to  the 
fish  and  planta  These  plants,  however,  are 
not  exacting,  If  tha  mantva  and  rich  aoU  are 
not  available,  one  may  use  any  soil  suitable 
for  growing  garden  truck  and  ^lUl  be  rewarded 
with  a  fair  number  of  blooms,  if  a  handful 
of  bone  meal  Ls  added,  the  planta  will  amply 
repay  this  extra  generosity. 

The  Ideal  conditions  are  about  one  foot  of 
soil  and  one  foot  of  water.  Water  lilies  will 
grow  ta  from  three  inches  to  three  feet  of 
water,  but  one  ahotild  ramambar  that  with 
plenty  of  rich  sou  than  Witt  bo  moro  and 

larger  blooms. 

Some  of  the  aquatic  planta  do  not  like  more 
than  an  Inch  or  two  of  wat^r  over  their  roots. 
If  only  one  tub  is  used,  and  both  sliallow  water 
planta  and  llllles  are  to  be  grown,  a  good  plan 
is  to  use  a  flower  pot  or  tin,  tall  enough  to 
reach  within  the  desired  disunce  of  the  top 
of  tha  water.  Cut  out  the  bottom  ao  tha  roota 
can  go  through  into  the  tub.  Place  thla  pot 
or  tin  on  top  of  the  soil  already  in  the  tub,  fill 
with  sou  to  tha  brim,  and  you  hava  prevlskm 
for  a  shallow  water  or  bog  plant  Wien 
two  or  more  tubs  are  used,  aat  them  beside 
each  other,  hava  one  with  about  als  to  twelve 
Inches  of  water  for  a  lily  and  floating  plants, 
and  the  other  with  one  or  two  inches  of 
water,  for  dtollowar  groartaff  planta. 

What  to  Plant 

MOST  Of  the  smaller  and  medium  water 
llllaa  ara  suitable  for  growtag  ta  tuba. 
Here  are  a  few  of  the  hardy  Nymphaeas 
that  are  particularly  adapted  lor  growing  in 
small  poods  or  tuba  ftr  a  food  ptaak,  one 
may  select  either  Marliac  ItOOa  OT  Ftak  Opal 
In  the  deeper  shades,  or  liaillao  Oamaa.  a 
beautiful  fleah  pink. 

Pygmaea  Helvolva  Ls  an  excellent  rich  golden 
yellow.  With  tuiy  flowers  from  one  to  two 
inehea  ta  dlamatar.  Ilarllae  Ohromatalla.  a 
clear  canary  yellow  with  beautifully  marbled 
brown  and  deep  green  leaves.  Is  a  favorite. 
One  cannot  go  wrong  with  any  of  tha  Maiilan 
varieties,  as  they  are  excaUant  growara  and 
very  proUfic  bloomers. 

In  whlto,  agata  wa  raoomaMnd  tho  Ifkrllac. 
Aibida,  a  apatkllBff  whlto  with  light  yaUaw 
stamens. 

iNarboucha,  a  atriktaf  varmllltai  tad.  and 
James  Brydon.  roay  orhaaon.  ara  tho  hoot  of 

the  reds. 

There  are  a  numbor  of  water  Ultaa  in  the 

changeable  color  group.  Among  those  de- 
serving mention  arc  Aurora,  which  opens  a 
soft  rosy-yeUow  ohangtaf  to  deep  rad  on  tha 
third  day,  thLs  compact  little  plant  seems  to 
hava  been  made  for  growing  in  tuba.  Paul 
Harlot,  another  favorlto.  has  rathar  krga 
flowers  which  are  a  clear  canary  yellow  on 
the  first  day  open;  the  second  day  the 
of  tha  patala  ara  ahadad  wtOi  pink,  thla  _ 
ana  to  almoiit  red  on  the  .succeeding  days. 

Hm  water  lilies  Just  mentioned  are  all  hardy. 
Some  of  the  tender  or  tropleal  varlatlaa  ara 
also  adaptable  to  tab  oultoto,  kitt  tlMaa  wV  ia 

dealt  with  later. 

Other  Aquatic  Plants 

No  tub  garden  or  pool  Is  complete  without 
a  few  aquatic  ptanu.  Nature  uses  them 
In  profttMan  ta  har  planttag.  Some  of  these 
equallcs  float  about  on  the  surface,  with  air 
and  water  their  sole  source  of  nourlshawnt; 
ta  aatara  thay  drift  aaM  thay  raael 
water,  where  they  .soon  take  root  and 
very  quickly,  other  aquatlca  naad  a  mora 
aooad  faatlac  whara  thay  aaa  wat  ta  Uia  aoU. 
sending  their  leave.s  and  flowers  up  out  Of  the 
water.  8tUl  another  group,  the  caygenatlng 
planta,  ara  aotlraly  M*mii|ed.  Scom  of  them 
givirir  off  oxygen  essential  to  fish  and  animsl 
iile,  and  aoma  abaachtaf  tha  ftjirHtti  ta  ^ 


water.  These  also  supply  the  vegetaUa  partlan 
of  the  fish  diet;  a  fish  requires  a  certain 
amount  of  vegetables  Just  as  well  as  a  humsn 
does. 

Tha  favorite  of  the  floating  plants,  in  fact 
<ma  of  the  most  beautiful  of  all  water  plants, 
la  tha  Water  Hyacinth.  An  orchid-like  flowar 
of  a  delicate  lavender  hlue,  borne  in  trusses 
resembling  hyacinths.  It  has  shiny  dark 
green  leaves,  the  stems  expand  Into  paauilu 
bulbs  filled  with  air  which  keeps  the  plant 
afloat.  Another  floating  plant  is  the  Water 
Lettuce,  with  ita  roaattaa  of  fltttad  ralvat  green 
leaves.  It  lovaa  plaaty  af  wamth  and  mi^ 
tlal  shade. 

As  a  companion  to  tha  watar  hyaataths, 
though  not  a  floating  plant,  one  should  not 
omit  the  Water  Poppy,  a  very  pretty  planb 
with  large  yellow  flowers  similar  to  tha  Oah* 
fomia  poppy.  Its  leaves  float  on  the  surface 
and  it  Mooms  almost  continuously.  While 
the  Water  Poppy  and  Hyaotath  ara  paramUal. 
they  are  not  hardy, 'and  as  they  can  be  ob- 
tataed  at  a  raaaonable  price,  theix  beauty 
nakoa  tham  wall  worth  raptaMtat  each  yiar. 

Hardy  Water  Plants 

AMOifO  the  hardy  vratar  planta  there  la  a 
far  greater  selection  to  chooaa  from. 

Panot  Foathcr,  a  graceful  plant  wlUi  long, 
traiiuit;  .stcuia  and  light  green  frond-like  ros- 
ettes, is  ideal  for  growing  ta  tha  eomaca  of  a 
pool  or  in  a  tub  or  watertight  hanging  basket. 
Whan  given  the  opportunity  it  soon  grows  over 
the  edges. 

Floating  Heart  has  leave.s  like  the  Nym- 
phaeas;  grows  very  freely,  and  produces  an 
abundance  of  small  yellow  flowara.  Thla 
aquaUc,  as  weU  as  those  already  mentioned, 
will  grow  In  deep  or  shallow  water,  about  su 
Inches  to  one  foot  being  beat. 

The  planta  deserving  mention  that  do  best 
In  one  or  two  Inches  of  water  are  Olant  Ar< 
rowhead.  atanding  one  to  thraa  foot  abevo 
the  water,  with  distinctive  arrow-shaped 
leaves  and  small,  white  flowers.  Mare's  Tall 
Is  an  unique  ttttla  aquaUe,  about  OM  foot  Mgh. 
with  whorls  of  small  deep  green  leaves,  some- 
what resembUng  a  miniature  fir  tree.  The 
common  swamp  Cat  TWl  la  aaafttl  for  badi- 
ground  and  corner  planting  In  pools. 

There  are  several  Iris  that  are  particularly 
adapted  to  watar  gardening.  Xria  Faaudaoaraa, 
with  Its  sttractlve  ,<,word-llke  leaves  and  yellow 
flowers  shaped  like  the  Japan  Iris.  Tha  Varie- 
gated Sweet  Flat  Iris,  with  graan  and  Ivory 
striped  leaves,  are  both  suitable  for  shallow 
water  planting.  The  Japan  and  Slbariail 
types  lova  moisture  and  make  ideal  border 
plants. 

The  UmbreUa  Palm,  though  not  hardj'. 
makes  a  good  tub  or  paod  ptaat.  with  Ma  tuft 

of  leaves  at  the  top  of  aach  stem.  As  It  is  a 
shallow  water  plant,  a  food  plan  Is  to  place  It 
ta  aalz-lnch  flowar  pot,  plunged  ta  tha  pool  to 

the  brim  in  Summer  and  taken  Inside  in 
Winter,  where  it  makes  an  interesting  houso 
plant.

Hampitead  Observatory,  writing  in  The  Daily  Mail.   There  is

the  blacj^est  fog  of  which  we  have  any  experience,  provided 
that  it  falls  to  be  carried  away,  and  fiTen  that  the  atmospher 
conditions  are  suitable."

RUSSIA'S  STRENGTH 
The  Soviet  Union  has  made  no 
return,  but  knowledgeable  estimates 
place  the  Russian  "first  line" 
strength  at  not  leas  than  1.000  air- 
craft, and  an  aggregate  total  of 
nearly  2,000. 

The  British  figures  are  dated  April 
1.  1931,  but  tho  lnrrpR,<te  in  niimber.s 
.since  then  ha.s  been  .'•mall,  and  the 
relative  positions  of  the  nations  re- 
main unaltered.  EScperUs  are  as- 
tonished at  the  size  of  the  United 
fitates  and  Japanese  figures;  both 
countries,  and  Japan  partieularly. 
seem  to  have  Uicluded  ahcraf  t  which 
are  ordered  or  projected  btit  are  not 
yet  in  service. 

Thus  Britahi  ranks  slkth  or  fifth 
among  tlie  world's  air  powers  in  ac- 
tual number.s  of  machines,  accord- 
ing as  the  Japane.se  figtue.s  accur- 
ately represent  the  present  state  of 
the  natianal  air  servlcea  or  not.  The 
comparison  Is  startling. 

Before  the  experts  and  statesmen 
at  Geneva  ia  the  task  of  reaching 
bases  of  UmltatiaQ  and  International 
parity,  which  will  be  universally 
accepted.  Limitation  may  be  meas- 
ured in  numbers  and  in  horsepower, 
and  by  restrlctiim  of  each  nation's 
budgetary  expenditure  on  the  air 
arm.  The  problem  brLstle.s  with  the 
thorniest  technical  and  imhtiral  dif- 
ficulties. For  example,  how  is  "par- 
ity "  to  be  established  funong  the 
world's  leading  ah:  fones?  Britain, 
by  delaymff  the  hone  defence 
scheme,  and  In  many  other  ways, 
has  deliberately  held  back  from 
aerial  expansion 

But  her  pasitlon  Ls  .still  governed 
by  the  princlple.s  officially  enunci- 
ated In  1923— the  provision  of  a 
home  defence  force  able  to  cope 
with  the  nearest  strlldng  air  force, 
and  of  sufficient  other  air  equlpraent 
to  meet  the  legitimate  needs  of  the 
Emphe  orerseas.  and  of  the  army 
and  navy.  The  Royal  Air  Force 
demonstrably  does  not  fulfil  those 
requirements  today;  the  deficiency 
Indicates  Brltalns  many  .solid  con- 
tributions to  the  furtherint;  of  dis- 
armament .since  1918,  when  she  pos- 
.sp.ssed  the  largest  and  most  formid- 
able air  force  in  the  world. 

No  degree  of  superiority  in  quality, 
in  the  skill  of  pilots  and  the  per-
